GENEVA, Sept. 5—Italy's 
reaeatative, Signor Salandry, told 
th# council of the League of Na­ 
tions today that Italy would re­ 
gard intervention by the League 
in the crisis as unjustified. The 
League, he asserted, had no com­ 
petency in the affair, which be­ 
longed properly to the inter-al­ 
lied council of ambassadors. 
Senor Salandry"s statement creat­ 
ed a sensation in the council chamber. 
Lord Robert Cecil of England, add­ 
ed a sensation by insisting that ar­ 
ticles 10, 12 and 15 of the covenant 
of the League should be read imme­ 
diately, both in French and English 
and by declaring if these articles were 
to be disregarded, the whole settle­ 
ment of Europe would be shaken.
